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H's Britannic Majesty and the United States of America, desi¬ 
rous of terminating the War which has unhajipily subsisted be¬ 
tween the two countries, and of restoring, Upon principles of perfect 
reciprocity, peace, fricndsliip, and good understanding between tliem, 
have for that purpose apjiointed their respective Plenipotentiaries, 
that is to say. His Britannic Majesty on Ills part has appointed the 
Right Honourable Janies Lord Gambler, late Admiral of the White, 
now Admiral of the Red Squadron of His Majesty’s Fleet; Henry 
Goulburn, Esq. a Member of the Imperial Parliament, an<l Under 
Secretary of State; and William Adams, Esq. Doctor of Civil 
Laws—And the President of the United States, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate thereof, lias appointed John Quincey Adams, 
James A. Bayard, Henry Clay, Jonathan Russell, and Albert 
Gallatin, Citizens of the United States ; who after a reciprocal com¬ 
munication of their respective full powers, have agreed upon the 
following Articles :— 


ARTICLE 1. 

There shall be a firm and universal Peace between His Britannic 
Majesty and the United States, and between their respective coun¬ 
tries, territories, cities, towns and people, of eveiy degree, without 
exception of places or persons. All hostilities both by sea and land 
shall cease, as soon as this Treaty shall have been ratified by both 
parties as hereinafter mentioned. All territory, places, and posses¬ 
sions whatsoever, taken by either party from the other during the war, 
or which may be taken after the signing of this Treaty, excepting 
only the islands hereinafter mentioned, shall be restored without 
delay, and without causing any destruction, or carrying away any 
of the artillery, or other public property, originally captured in th.e 
said forts or places, and which shall remain therein upon the ex¬ 
change 
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fhangc of the Ratifications of this Treaty, or any slaves or other pri¬ 
vate propert}'. And all archives, records, deeds, and papers, either of 
a public nature, or belonging to private persons, which in the course 
of the war may have fallen into the hands of the officers of 
cither party, shall be, as far as may be practicable, forthwith 
vcstorctl, and deliven-d to the proper authorities and persons to 
whom they rcs^jcctively belong. 

Such of the Islands in the Ray of Passainaquoddy as are claimed 
by I)Oth parties, shall remain in (he possession of the party in whose 
occupation they may be at the time of the exchange of the rati^ 
licatious of this Treaty, until the decision re.specting the title to the 
paid Islands shall have been made, in conformity with the Fourth 
Article of this Treaty. 

No disposition made by this Treaty, as to such possession of tho 
islands and territories claimed by both parties, shall in any manner 
whatever be construed to atfect the right of either, 

ARTICLE II. 

Immediately after the ratifications of this Treaty by both parties 
as herein after-mentioned, orders shall be sent to the armies, squa¬ 
drons, officers, subjects and citizens of the two powers, to cease 
from all hostilities. And to prevent all causes of complaint, which 
mio'ht arise on account of the prizes w hich may be taken at sea 
after the said ratifications of this Treaty, it is reciprocally agreed, 
that all vessels and effects which may be taken after the space of 
twelve days from the said ratifications upon all parts of the coast 
of North* America, from the latitude of 23 degrees north, to the 
latitude of 50 degrees north, and as far eastward in the Atlantic 
Ocean, as the 36th degree of west longitude from the meridian of 
Greenwich, shall be restored on each side; that the time shall be 
thirty days in all other parts of the Atlantic Ocean north of the 
equinoctial line or equator, and the same time for the British and 
Irisii Ciiannels, for the Gulf of iNIexico, and all parts of the West 
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Iiulies; forty (lays for the North Seas, for the Baltic, an'l for all 
parts of the Mediterranean ; sixty days for the Atlantic Ocean, 
south of the equator, as far as the latitude of the Oajjc of Good 
Hope ; ninety days for every other jjart of the world south ot 
the equator, and one hundred and twenty days for all other parts 
of the world witliout exception. 

ARTICLE III. 

All prisoners of war taken on either side as well by land as by 
sea, shall be restored as soon as ])racticable after tb.e ratifications 
of this Treaty as herein after-mentioned, on their paying the debts 
tvhich they may have contracted during their captivity. The two 
contracting parlies respectively engage to discharge in specie the 
advances which may have been made by the other for the sustenance 
and maintenance of such jtrisoners. 

ARTICT.E IV. 

Whereas it was stipulated by the 2d Article in the Treaty of 
Peace of 1/83, between His Britannic Majesty and the United 
iStates of America, that the boundary of the United States should 
comprehend “ all Islands within twenty leagues of any part of the 
“ shores of the United States, and lying between lines to be drawn 
due east from the points where the aforesaid boundaries, b.ci;wct‘n 
“ Nova Scotia on the oiic part, and East Florida on the other, shall 
‘■'respectively touch the Bay of Fundy and the Atlantic Ocean, 
exetpti tg such Islands as now arc, or htu-etoforc have been within 
“ the 1 m ts of Nova Scotia;” And whereas the several Islands in 
the Bay of Passainaquoddy, which is part of the Bay of Fundy, 
and the Island of Grand Mcnan, in the said Bay of Fundy, are 
claimed by the United States, as being comj)rehended w ithin their 
aforesaid boundaries, which said Islands are claimed as belonging 
to Hi? Britannic Majesty, as having been at the time ofj and pre- 
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vibus to the aforesaid Treaty of 178.1, udtliiii thb limits of thb pro¬ 
vince of Nova Scotia; ill order, therefore, finally, to docule upon 
these claims, it is aijrecd that they sliall be referred to two Commis¬ 
sioners, to be a[)pointed in the following manner, viz. One 
Commissioner shall be appointed by llis liritanuic Majesty, and 
one by the President of the United States, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate thereof; and the iaid two l ommissioneis 
so appointed, shall be swdrn impartially to examine and decide 
upon the said claims, according to such evidence as shall be laiil 
before them on tlic part of His Britannic Majesty and of the United 
States respectively. The said Commissioners shall meet at St. 
Andrews, in the Province of New Brunswic, and shall have power 
to adjouhi to such other place or places as they shall think fit. The 
said Coiiiniissloiicrs shall by a declaration or report iiiidei their 
hands and sc.tls, decide to which of the two Contracting Parties the, 
several Islands aforesaid do respectively belong, in contormity With 
the true intent of the said Treaty of Peace of 178 .I: and if the 
said Commissioners shall agree in their decision, both parties shall 
consider such decision as final and conclusive. ^ ^ 

i t is further agreed, that in the event of the two Commissioners dif- 
iernn-'Vmon all 'or any of the matters so icfcircd to them, or in the 
cvcnfof'boih or cither of the said Commissioners refusing or de¬ 
clining, or w ilfully omitting to act as such, they shall make jointly 
or separately, report or reports, as well to the Crovcinmcnt of His 
Britannic ^ia)esty, as to that of the United States, stating in de¬ 
tail the points on which they differ, ami the grounds upon which 
t-hcir rei'pcetivc opinions have been foi nied, 01 the grounds upon 
which they, or either of them, have so refused, declined, or omitted 
to act. .Mid His Britannic Majesty and the Ciovernment of the 
United States hereby agree to refer the rejiort or reports of the said 
Comniissioacrs to so'ine'fi-iendly sovereign or state, to he then naiiied 
for that purpose, and who shall he rerjiicsted to decide on the dif¬ 
ferences which may be stated in the said report or reports, or upon 
the report of one commissioner, together with the grounds upon 
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V. iiich the other Commissioner shall have refused, declined or omit-: 
ted to act, as the case may be. And it the Commissioner so refusin'^ 
declining or omitting to act, shall also wilfully omit to state'the 
grounds upon which he has so done, in such manner that the said’ 
statement may be referred to such friendly sovereign or state, too-e- 
tlici \Mth the report of such other Coinrtiissioner, then such sove- 
roign or state shall decide, ex parte, ujion the said report alone, and 
His Jiritannic JMajesty, and tlie (iovernment of the United States 
engage to consider the decision of such friendly sovendo n or state 
to be final and conclusive on all the matters so referred. ” ’ 


ARTICLE V. 

^\hcreas neither that point of the Highlands Ivifig due north 
from the source of the river St. (,'roix, designated in the former 
Ireaty of 1 eaee between the two jiowers as the north-west ancrie of 
iVova Scotia, nor the north-westernmost head of Connecticut River 
have yet been ascertained; and whereas that jiart of the boundary 
hue between the dominions of the two powers, which extimds froih 
the source of the river St. Croix, directlv north to the above men¬ 
tioned north--west angle of Nova Scotia, thence along the said Hiali- 
l^nds which divide those rivers, thot empty themselves into the river 
St. Lawrence, from those which fall into the Atlantic Ocean to the 
north-westernmost head of Connecticut river, thence down alono- 
the middle of that river to the 45th degree of north latitude, thence 
by a hue due west on said latitude until it strikes the river Iroquois 
or Cataraguy, has not }'et been surveyed, it is agreed that for these 
several purposes, two Commissioners shall be appointed, sworn and 
authorized, to act exactly in the manner directed with respect to 
tho.sementioned in the next preeeeding article, unless otherwise 
specified in the jircsent atliele. The said Commi-ssioners shall meet 
at St. Andrews, in the province of New Bruiiswic, and shall have 
power to adjourn to such other place or places as they shall think 
tit. The said commissioners shall have power to ascertain and de¬ 
termine 
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tcrm'nc the points above mentioned, in conformity with the provi¬ 
sions of the said Treaty of Peace of 17^3 ; and shall cause the boun¬ 
dary aforesaid, from the source of the river St. Croix to the river 
Irequois or Cataragiiy to be surveyed and marked according to tlie 
said provisions; the said commissioners shall make a map of the 
said boundary, and annex to it a declaration under their hands and 
seals, certifying it to be the true map of the said boundary, and par¬ 
ticularizing the latitude and longitude of the north-west angle of 
Kova Scotia, of the north-v/estermnost head of Connecticut river, 
and of such other points of the said boundary as they may deem 
])roper. And both jmrties agree to consider such map and declara¬ 
tion as finally and conclusively fixing the said boundary. And in 
the event of the said two commissioners dift'ering, or both, or either 
of them, refusing, declining or wilfully omitting to act, such re¬ 
ports, declarations or statements shall be made by them or either of 
them, and such reference to a friendly sovereign or state shall bo 
made in all respects, as in the latter part of the fourth article is con¬ 
tained, and in as full a manner as if the same was herein repeated. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Whereas by the former Treaty of Peace, that portion of the 
boundary of th.e United States from the point where the 45th de¬ 
gree cf north latitude strikes the river Iroquois or Cataraguy,‘to 
the Lake Superior, was declared to be “ along the middle of said 
river into Lake Ontario, through the middle of said Lake, until 
it strikes the communication by water between that Lake and 
“ Lake Erie, thence along the middle of said communication into 
“ Lake Erie, through the middle of said I..ake, until it arrives at 
“ the water communication into the Lake Huron, thence through 
“ the middle of said Lake to the water communication between 
“ that Lake and Lake Superior And whereas doubts have arisen 
what was the middle of the said River, Lakes, and Water Com¬ 
munications, and whether certain Islands lying in the same were 

within 
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Within the dominions of His Britannic Majesty or of the United ; 

States. In order therefore, finally to decide these doubts, they 

shall be referred to two Commissioners, to be appointed, sworn, and 

authorised, to act exactly in the manner directed with respect to 

those mentioned in the next preceding article, unless otherwise 

spccibed in this present article. The said Commissioners shall meet' 

hr the first instance, at Albany, in the state of New York, and ;P 

shall have power to adjourn to such other place or places as they 
shall think fit. The said Commissioners shall, by a report or deck- 
ration, under their hands and seals, designate the boundary through 

the said river, lakes, and water communications, and decide to which ^ 

of the two Contracting Parties the several Islands lying within the ' 

said rivers, lakes, and w'ater communications, do respectively belong, 

in conformity with the true intent of the said Treaty of 1783. And p 

agree to consider such designation and decision as final ^ 

and conclusive. And in the event of the said two Commissioners 
differing, or both or either of them refusing, declir.ing, or wilfully 
Dinittin® to act, such reports, declarations, or statements, shall be 
made by them, or either of thorn, and such reference to a friendly 
sovereign or state shall be made, in all respects, as in the latter 
part of the fourth article is contained, and in as full a manner as if 
the same was herein repeated.

It is further agreed, that the said two last mentioned Comihis- 
sioners, after they shall have executed the duties assigned to them 
in the preceding article, shall be, and they are hereby authorised 
unon their oaths, impartially to fix and determine, according to the 
true intent of the said Treaty of Peace of 1783, that part of the 
boundary between the dominions of the tw^o Powers, which'extends 
from the water communication betvveen Lake Huron and Luke Su- 
iierior, to the most north v/estern point of the I/alee of the Woods ; 
to decide to which of the two Parties the several Islands lying in the 
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lakes, \Vatoi- communications and rivers forming the said boundary', do 
tespectively belong, in conformity with the true intent of the said 
Treaty of Peace of 1783, and to cause such parts of the said boundary 
as require it, to be surveyed and marked. The said commissioners 
• sliall by a report or declaration, under their hands and seals, designate 

the boundary aforesaid, state their decision on the points thus re^ 
ferred to them, and particularize the latitude and longitude of tiro 
most north-western point of the lake, of the woods, and of such 
other {)arts of the said boundary as they may deem proper. And 
'liotl) parties agree to consider such designat ion and decision as final and 
conclusive. And in the event of the said two Commissioners diftering 
or both, or either of them, refusing, declining, or wilfully omitting 
to act, such reports, declarations, or statements, shall be made by 
them, or cither of them, and such reference to a friendly sovereign 
or state shall he made in all respects as in the latter part of the 
fourth article is contained, and in as full a manner as if the same 
was herein repeated. 


ARTICLE VUI. 

The several boards of two Commissioners mentioned in the four 
juecedi'ug articles shall respectively have pD\^'er to appoint a secre¬ 
tary, and to emj>loy such surveyors or other persons as they shall 
judge necessary. Duplicates of all their respective reports, declara-f 
tions, statements, and decisions, and of their accounts, and of the 
journal of their proceedings, shall be delivered by them to the agents 
of His Britannic jNIajesty, and to the agents of the United States 
who maj' be respectively appointed and authorized to manage the 
business on behalf of their respective governments. The said Conir. 
missioners shall be respectively paid in such manner as shall be 
agreed between the two contracting parties, such agreement being 
to be settled at the time of the exchange of the ratifications of this 
Treaty. And all other expences attending the said commissions 
shall be defrayed equally by the two parties. And in the case of 
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death, sickness, resiguatron, or necessary absence, tlie place of every 
sucIj Commissioner respectively, shall be supplied in tlie same man¬ 
ner as such Commissioner was fiiSst appointed, and the new Com¬ 
missioner shall take the same oath or allirination, and do the same 
duties. 

It is further agreed between the two contracting parties:, that in 
case any of the islands mentioned in any ot the preceding articles 
which were in the possession of one of the parties prior to the com¬ 
mencement of the jiresent war between the two countries, should, 
by the decision of any of the boards of Commissioners aforesaid, or 
of the sovereign or state so referred to as in the four next preceding 
articles contained, fall within the dominions of the other party, all 
grants of land made previous to the commencement of the war by 
the party having had such possession, shall be as valid as if sucli 
island or islands, iiad by such decision or decisions, been adjudged to 
be within the dominions of the party having had such postcssion, 

ARTICLE IX, 

The United States of America engage to put an end, immediately 
after the ratification of the present Treaty, to hostilities with all the 
tribes or nations of Indians with whom they may be at war at the 
time of such ratification, and forthwith to restore to such tribes or 
nations respectively, all the possessions, rights and privileges which 
they may have enjoyed, or been entitled to in 1811 , previous to 
such hostilities. Provided always, that such tribes or nations shall 
agree to desist from all hostilities against the United States of 
America, their citizens and subjects, upon the ratification of the 
present Treaty being notified to such tribes or nations, and shall so 
desist accordingly. 

And His Britannic Majesty engages on His part, to put an end 
immediately after the ratification of the present Treaty, to hostilities 
with all the tribes or nations of Indians with whom he may be at 
^yar at the time of such ratification, and forthwith to restore to such 

tribes
